BACKGROUND 


The NYO Organized Crime intelligence base indicates 
a common area of interest between and among the LCN families. 
The construction trade industry and related unions are a common 
source of income for these criminal groups. The control of the 
cement industry as well as the laborers union give the LCN total 
domination and control of construction throughout the New York 
area. Investigations have shown that the various families share 
equally in the proceeds of the various construction profits and 
labor racketeering schemes. Investigation has alse indicated 
that the conflicts that arise concerning construction matters 
result in "commission" meetings between the bosses and their 
representatives. 


There are several ongoing investigations of Organized 
Crime control of labor and the construction industry. They are: 


ANTHONY SALERNO, ET AL (NR-5) 
RICO 


This investigation indicates that GENOVESE family boss 
SALERNO has a great deal of control over the construction trades, 
industry and related unions. SALERNO makes decisions on a daily 
basis concerning these matters and indications are that his 
control is shared with PAUL CASTELLANO. 


LOUIS FOCERI, ET AL (M-5) 
RICO 


FOCERI, who is a LUCHESE soldier under CHRISTOPHER 
‘FURNARI, through investigation, has shown that through FOCERI's 
control of a laborers union, that extortion schemes for labor 
peace are ongoing. 
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GENUS STARSTRUCK (M-8) 


The STARSTRUCK investigation is focused on the COLOMBO 
family control of Laborers Local 6A by RALPH SCOPO, a known 
COLOMBO member. SCOPO i j his position to extort

1) On a weekly basis, until further notice, the super- 
visors and case agents of investigations supra will meet to 
review status of investigations. 


2) New targets will be developed to support the continued 
probe into the LCN control of this industry. 


ADMINISTRATIVE 


The code name STAR CHAMBER will be utilized as an 
unbrella for this investigation. The SALERNO, FOCERI, and FIVE 
STAR investigations will use STAR CHAMBER code name in their 
title. New investigations developed will also use this code 
as appropriate.

The opening of any additional investigations must be 
done with the approval of the Coordinating Supervisor.

coordinated through the Coordinating Supervisor in conjunction 
with the Special Operations Chief.
